Flames Which Started From Explosion 


In Forward Hold Leaped Eighty Feet 


Into the Air. 


On Board the N orth G erm an Lloyd 
Steam ship G rosser K urfuerst at Sea, 
by W ireless to Cape Race, Oct. 14.— 
With 105 survivors on board from the 
steam ship Volturno, burned to th e wa­ 
ter's edge during a gale in tho mid- 
Atlantic and abandoned on Friday last, 
the G rosser K urfuerst is approaching 
New York. 
T he 
p assen g ers and crew of the 
G rosser 
K u rfu erst 
w itnessed 
som e 
thrilling scenes w hen 
their 
vessel, 
called by distress signals from the Vol- 
Limo, arrived in her vicinity. 
They 
found the Volturno burning 
fiercely and h er crew and passengers 
helpless in the heavy seas. 
It. was 
learned by w ireless 
m essages from 
the flaming vessel that the fire had 
been sta rted by an explosion in the 
forw ard hold at 7 o'clock T h u rsd ay 
morning, ship's time. 
On the arrival of the G rosser K ur­ 
fuerst the (lames from th e hold of the 
Volturno w ere leaping eighty feet into 
the air through the hatchw ay. 
It was 
learned that fifty or m ore of the Vol- 
tu rn o ’s crow and steerag e p assengers 
had been killed by the explosion an d 
th e fire. 
Six boats w ere lowered im m ediately 
afterw ard from the V olturno’s davits. 
T hree of them , still 
em pty, 
w ere 
sm ashed to pieces against th e v essel’s 
side. One boat, with forty passengers 
on board, eaptized while being launch­ 
ed and all w ere lost. The two others, 
with from sixty to eighty passengers 
on board, got away, lug ap p aren tly 
were lost In the m ountainous seas. 
A ltogether tw elve big liners 
w ere 
brought by the w ireless distress sig­ 
nals within hail of th e Volturno, 
Tho Cunard liner (’am n in ia was the 
first of these. She reached the scene 
at about TI! o ’clock noon. T hen follow­ 
ed the Sevdlltz, the G rosser K urfuerst, 
the Kroon land, th e New York, th e De- 
vonlan, I a T ouralne, th e N arra g an sett, 
the Minneapolis, th e Asian, th e R ap p a­ 
hannock and the Tzar. 
T he sea was running too high to a l­ 
low the taking off of the Volturjio’s 
passengers w hen the rescuing vessels 
cam e on the scene. 
During the daytim e th e flames from 
the hold of th e Volturno were Kept 
m ore or less under control, but about 
9 o ’clock on T h u rsd ay night th e fire 
reached the coal bunkers, and It was 
found necessary to close the 
bulk­ 
heads. T he pum ps thereupon w ere u n ­ 
able lf» work at full pressure ami th e 
nines broke out through the en tire for­ 
ward part of the vessel. 
At tw enty m inutes to 1b o ’clock on 
T hursday night a n o th er explosion oc- 
ciirred on th e V olturno a n t caused a 
panic among her despairing pa se n g * rs 
and crew. 
Tho 
G rosser 
K urfuerst 
launched 
th ree boat* and rescued thirty-tw o p er­ 
sons, who had been w ashed Into the 
p' a. One of th e re cuing lifeboats was 
out for six hours and was nearly lost. 
All tho e rem aining on board th© 
Volturno n o w d e d to g eth er at tho a f­ 
ter end of the vessel and were ta k e n 
off safely idler daybreak on Friday, 
S< ( lid ( Mio cr IC. Lloyd, of the Vol- 
turno, .was one of the heroes of th e 
di: 'si *r 
He 
fell from a height of 
t w niy teof while repairing th e wdre- 
I • 
a p p a ra t” ,, on board his vessel, but

Tile little . raft was sin k ­ 
ing when i t” w a 
picked lip by one of 
the lifeboats of th. G rosser K urfuerst. 
The total num ber of those saved Is be­ 
llow,! to be 623. „ 
The arrival of the tank ships N a rra ­ 
gansett and New York In th e vicinity 
of the burning vc . el was one of the 
mom fortunate things connected with 
th. 
rescue, for through those ships 
sufficient oil was obtainable to sooth© 
th# seas and to m ake th. work of res­ 
cue possible.

Will Take Products of Mines to Sm el­ 
ler al Charmain. 


This m orning work was commenced 
a t the New London mine, which form ­ 
erly belonged to the Linganore 
Cop­ 
per Co. This wa> determined on Mon­ 
day by the directors of

Mining and Milling Co., which recently 
took over the properties of the L inga­ 
nore Copper Co. and the Eagle M etal­ 
lic Mining Co., at Charmain, Pa. 
The ore from the New Ixmdon mine 
will be concentrated, as has been done 
in the past, and the concentrate ship­ 
ped to the smelter a t Charmain. 
The Dolly Hyde mine will probably 
be opened up in a 
very 
short 
time, 
M anager Dunshe© statin g he expected 
to put a force of men a t 
work 
upon 
opening the mine within a 
week. 
He 
stated thai ore from this mine will a l­ 
so go to the Charmain smelter, 
w him 
was acquired, when the 
United Com­ 
pany took over the plant of the Eagle 
Metallic Mining Company. 
The mine at New 
London contains 
un excellent shaft, some underground 
work, and is in good shape, 
For some 
lime the mine has not 
been 
worked, 
but all w ater which is most likely to 
collect in mine has been kept pumped 
out, the company retaining one man to 
look afte r this. 
The Dolly H ide mine is an old mine, 
and it is stated the ore from it is p ar­ 
ticularly rich. The directors arc an x ­ 
ious to reopen this mine.

New York, Oct. 14.— After a long de­ 
bate the house of bishops decided on 
a narrow m ajority not to open its se s­ 
sions to the public.

have the constitution of the United 
States am ended to enable congress to 
enact uniform m arriage and divorce 
iaws.

launched a hot attack against the sen­ 
atorial cam paign of the Democratic 
house leader, R epresentative Under­ 
wood, in the house, when he charged 
th at his support of U nderwood’s presi­ 
dential 
candidacy at 
the 
Baltimore 
convention was obtained under “lalse 
pretenses.” 
Hobson, himself a candidate in the 
Alabam a contest, referred to printed 
reports of a recent speech In which 
he charged that Underwood was “the 
tool of W all street aud the liquor in­ 
terests.” 
He read from the senate investiga­ 
tion of cam paign contributions the tes­ 
tim ony of Se nator Bankhead contain­ 
ing the record of a contribution of $35,- 
000 from Thom as F. Ryan and Bank­ 
head’s statem en t that Underwood had 
not known who financed his campaign. 
“Had I k now n!” 
shouted Hobson, 
“that T hom as Fortune Ryau, the man 
whom Mr. Bryan rebuked and named 
before the Baltimore convention ami 
accused of 
being th e tool of Wall 
street, bad financed the m ajor portion 
of the cam paign of O scar W. Under­ 
wood, I not only would not have sup­ 
ported him, but I would have fought 
him. and. what 
is 
more, he 
never 
would have been the choice of the1 peo­ 
ple of Alabama. 
“The support of the people of Ala 
bania for Mr. Underwood for presi­ 
dent 
was secured 
under false pre­ 
tenses, and I here declare that their 
support of him for the United States 
senate shall not be obtained 
under 
similar false pretenses.” 
Underwood, on his feet at once. was 
loudly c heered by D em ocrats and Re­ 
publicans. The m ajority leader first re­ 
ferred to H obson’* published speech 
and said he had been w aiting to a n ­ 
swer it “ when he could look Mr. Hob­ 
son in the face.”

Theodore Roosevelt is a tool of the? in 
toroids bec ause* George VV. Perkins con 
trlbut«*d to his cam paign fund? Does 
he charge the present president of the 
United States with being a tool of the 
Interests because Mr. McCormick sub 
scribed to his cam paign or because 
Thomas Fortune* Ryan subscribed lib , 
(HIO to his campaign when he* was h 
candidate for governor of New .Jersey. 
"T here was not a single candidate 
for president In any party whose cam 
paign was not financed in part at least 
by wealthy men of New York, just as 
intimately connected with Wall street 
as Mr. Ryan.” 
The row veered over to the presl 
d e n ia l convention difference between 
Underwood ami Bryan and an old edi 
torial in which Bryan referred to Un 
der wood na a "Wall street candidate.’
